Fhe 
prospect is not less promising to the merchant, 
the mechanic and the industrious of every des- 
cription, who may calcul«te with safety upon 
having reasonable hopes of advancement, reai- 
ized by an ho-est and steady prosecution of 
their resrective voc:tions. The general health 
which the inhabitants throughout the terri- 
tory have enjoyed for the last twelve months, 
and the evidence which experience furnishes 
that diseases an wally become less frequent and 
Jess fatal, where the lands are opened and cul- 
tiv ted.must be a source of satisfaction to all who 
have fixed tbeir residences in this section of the 
union. An extensive and valuable tract of ter- 
ritorv, Iving within our limits, has been lately 
acquired by the means of ,friendty negociation 
with the Cherokee and Chickes1w tribes o! 
Indians. This event must be p easing to all 
who fee} an interest in the growth and pros- 
perity of the country, [t will afford to our 
fellow-citizens of the states, who may be in-
